Tht INVADING AnMIY. 
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Cuban Volunteer Regiment, 900 Strong, 


Will Make the First Landing 
With Supplies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


TAMPA, May 6.—The Cuban volunteer regiment is being drilled morning and 
night. It is said these 900 men will go to Cuba in advance of the regular army. They 
will be escorted to the island by the 4th Infantry and an armed cruiser, and will join 
Gen. Gomez. The 4th Infantry, after protecting and aiding the landing, will return 


here. It is said the army of invasion will start for Cuba Sunday. 


With the Cubans will go 10,000 arms and large supplies of ammunition for Gen. 
Gomez. Gen. Lacret, who leads them, is a good tactician and his men will follow him 


anywhere. 


More than 10,000 United States soldiers are now in camp here and at Port 
Tampa. This will make up the army of invasion. The troops consist of 12 regiménts 
of infantry, 10 batteries of artillery and several troops of cavalry. All of the ar- 


tillery and infantry ordered here have arrived, except the 25th Regiment, which, 


is said, will leave Chickamauga to-day. The cavalry regiments are coming in rap- 


idly. 


The Quartermaster’s department here has received 10,000 new uniforms to equip 
the army for the Cuban campaign. These uniforms are of kharki, and East Indian 
material, very serviceable and light. It is of a dark brown color and is used by the 


British army in India. 


TAMPA, Fla., May 6.—Seven transport boats are now at Port Tampa, and will soon 
be in readiness for loading of troops. The florida has already taken on board a full 
supply of coal and a large force of carpenters was put to work to-day erecting stalls 


for the horses and pack mules. The Whitney, Comal, Berkshire and 
Allegheny are tied up at the docks here taking on coal and,_ this 
finished, the work of making alterations necessary for their use as transport ships 


will be rushed. The Gussie, which arrived yesterday from New Orleans with a cargo 
of pack mules, is still stuck to the bank a short distance south of the dock and proba- 
bly will have to be unloaded by lighters. 

As to the time of sailing, there !s still great uncertainty. It is not probable 
that the long-looked-for orders to break camp will be given before a decisive action 
between Spanish and American fleets. 

“The time of sailing will be made known to everybody,’ said Gen. Shafter to- 
day. “This ts too big an expedition to get away in a hurry. When the time comes 
every one will be notified.’’

ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED PRESS DISPATCH BOAT KATE 
SPENCER, VIA KEY WEST, Fla., May 6.—The Lafayette of the French General 
Transatlantic Co. Line, a vessel of: 3394 tons gross register, bound from, Corunna, 
Spain, on April 23..for Havana, was captured yesterday evening off the latter port 
by the United States gunboat Annapolis, Commander J. J. Hunker, while trying 
to run the blockade, after having previously been warned off. She has on board a 
large number of passengers and a valuable general cargo, possibly containing con- 
traband of war. 

The Lafayette, which hails from St. Nazaire, France, is a fine vessel of the old 
type. She is 344 feet long, has 44 feet beam, and is 28 feet deep. She was built 
in 1864 at Greenock, of iron. 
| Her capture was effected shortly before sundown last night in the following 
“manner: 

The Lafayette was heading for Havana, and was boarded by an officer of the An- 
napolis and warned not to enter port. She afterwards made an attempt to do so 
and was captured after an exciting chase. The Wilmington, Newport and Merrill 
took part in the capture of the Frenchman. 

After an examination of the Lafayette papers had been made a prize crew from 
the Annapolis was placed on board and she was sent to Key West, escorted by 
tHe Wilmington. 

Previous to this step being taken Commander Hunker of the Annapolis, the 
temporary flag officer, and Commander C. C. Todd of the Wilmington, exchanged 
signals for over an hour. A delicate international question is thought to be involved 
in the capture of the French steamer, bnt it was seemingly finally decided to send 
her to Key West. The fact that she left a Span‘sh port, Corunna, on April 23, af- 
ter the declaration of war, which occurred on April 21, seems to warrant holding 
the Lafayette. 

On the question: of contraband of war, the officers of the Wilmimston seem re- 
ticent, but it hardly seems possible that the steamer could leave Spain with so many 
male passengers on board and not have contraband of war in her cargo. 

It is reported that the Lafayette, in addition to being a French mail steamer, is 
a French naval reserve vessel, mounting guns and carrying a crew sufficient to make 
her ready for active service at short notice. This, it is said, adds considerably to the 
gravity of the international aspect of the case. 

The Kate Spencer, dispatch boat of the Associated Press, just before the chase 
began, had spoken the Annapolis a little east of the Cojimar battery and five miles 
off shore. The Annapolis, with canvas ventilators spread, had come up lazily from 
the east, and after having spoken the Spencer had gone about to follow her down the 
coast. The Cuban shore line, gray with the hot atmosphere of the afternoon, never 
looked more peaceful. 

The big Krupp guns on the battery were silent, and a pretty effect was caused 
by the white smoke wreaths curling from the roofs of the little settlement of Cojimar. 

Suddenly the feeling of calm was broken by the electric call of “A chase,” 
which echoed to the Spencer. The Annapolis had put her helm hard a-starboard 
and was putting on full steam and cleaving the water in a northeast direction. Her 
dark funnels belched out clouds of black smoke as the stokers piled coal in the 
furnaces, and every effort was made to drive the gunboat at a high speed. On the 
horizon could be seen the faintest trace of smoke. This was the quarry of the 
American warship, and, circling swiftly, she was off at full cry after her prey. 

The stranger came rapidly up even with the stay line, and the marine glasses 
soon made her out to be a big liner with red funnels, headed straight for Havana. 
On «+- eame,-under full steam, “carrying a bone in her teeth,” as the sailors say 
wnen a stea or other vessel is throwing up a roll of white water forward as she 
drives through the water with good speed. There seemed to be no doubt that the 
stranger was bent on running through the blockade squadron and getting under the 
guns of Morro Castle, if possible, before being overhauled.

AGENT SAYS SHE ONLY MEANT TO COAL. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—At the offices of the French Transatlantic Line to-day Gen- 
eral Traffic Manager Treyvoux said: ‘‘We have received no word from the Captain of 
our vessel. In all probability the steamer named in the Key West dispatches is ours, 
as she left St. Nazaire on April 21, bound f or Vera Cruz. 

“To the beet of my knowledge, she had no cargo for Havana. If she has béen taken 
by the American fleet for trying to enter Havana she probably went there in order to 
obtain a supply of coal. She had been 14 days out and her coal supply must have 
run low. We don't receive advices from the home office at Havre regarding the move- 
ments of the vessels of the company engaged in the Mexican trade, which ac- 
counta for the lack of information regarding the steamer.”

FOUND DEAD 
IN lS BED, 


Unexplained Suicide of Frank 
H. Eity.

HE WAS LAID YJ 
WITH A SPRAINED ANKLE. 


Nobody in the House Heard a Pistol 
Report, and the Family Can 
Assign No Reason Exe 
cept His Ankle. 


Frank H. Ejity, 19 years old, was found 
dead in his bed in a room in the grocery 
store at the southwest corner of Blair av- 
enue gnc Mcntgomery street at 8 o’clock 
Friday’ morning. : 

His head lay on a pillow saturated with 
hole in his head 
and his right hand clutched a pistol. 

Frank Bity, the young man’s aged father, 
Who lives across the street at 1430 Mont- 
gomery, made the discovery. 

Suicide was the Coroner's verdict. 

No reason is offered by the suicide’s rela- 
tives and friends for his self-destruction, 
except the fact that he had been in bed a 
week with a sprained ankle. 

He was employed as driver by the grocer 
Over whose store he roomed. 

A week ago he fell from the wagon and 
sprained an ankle. He was visited several 
times daily by his father since the ‘acci- 
dent. 

It was on one of these periodical visits 
oe the father found his boy’s corpse Fri- 
day. 

The body indicated’ that death had oc- 
curred some time during the night. 

Nobody in the house heard a pistol re- 
port. 

Mr. Ruschkaupt, Frank Eity’s employer 
said that two years ago Frank was keep- 
ing the company of a woman of ill-repute, 
and that Frank’s father heard of it and 
severely reprimanded the boy, whereupon 
Frank left his home and took a room over 
the grocery store at Blair avenue and Mont- 
gomery street. Mr. RuschkKaupt said that 
Frank frequently went uptown at night, 
and it is probable he was still-going with 
the woman. Who she is or where she lives 
Ruschkaupt did not know. 

He said a radical change had come over 
the young man within the last few weeks, 
and all his endeavors to learn the bov’s 
troubles were in vain. ;

plain his position. 
“You see, I have crowded a whole lot of 
fights into the past year. I have figured 
in eight or nine, and that means training 
continuously. =| I wasn’t such a big, 
strong fellow, I couldn’t stand it. I think 
I am entitled to a let-up, don’t you?’ 
“I'll fight Maher, I guess. [ suppose I'll 
have to go to Syracuse for that match. but 
I'd prefer boxing in San Francisco, There 
are so few big men left to tackle, though, 
fee fellow has to go wherever he is in- 
vited.”’ 
All of which goes to show that Jeffries 
is somewhat different from other rising 
voung pugilists. He does not hanker for 
the glare of the footlights and has no wish 
to rest until he has reached the top of the 
pugilistic ladder. He just wants to bunch 
his fights and ascertain as speedily as pos- 
sible whether or not he is entitled to the 
world’s championship. 
It is only fair to Sailor Sharkey to say 
that he is impelled by similar motives. 
“What will you do if you down Jeffries?” 
he was asked. 
“Challenge the world,’® said Tom. ae 
won’t pick or choose, but .I do hope F itzsim- 
mons will be the first man to accept.’’ 


Young Griffo fs in jail at Sacramento, Cal., 
being hheld there for the killing of Devitt, 
who went in the ring with Griffo calling 
himself ‘‘Bull McCarthy.” Griffo was.in a 
saloon at San Francisco, bowling up, as 
usual, when he heard of the death*of Me- 
Carthy. At first he was not inclined to 
credit the report, but when he realized the 
full force of it and what it meant to him, he 
cried like a child. At midnight he was ar- 
rested and taken to the Central Station. 
where his name was placed on the smal! 
book. No charge was made against him until 
the arrival of the warrant from Sacramen- 
to, when he was turned over to the author- 
ities of that town and lodged in jail there. 
There seems to be a strange fatality about 
Griffo’s last fight. He was matched to meet 
‘‘*Kid”’’ Parker, and two ag ryt before the fight 
was to have taken place Parker was com- 
pelled to withdraw on account of illness. 
He haz appendicitis and is said to be dying. 
“Bull” McCarthy is not very well known 
in pugilistic circles. Some days before the 
fight he Presented a letter of iteeaction to 
“Spider” Kelly in the latter’s saloon at San 
Francisco. The ‘Spider’ jis said to have 
laughed at the introduction, when the bearer 
of the letter went out. 

The real “‘Bull’” McCarty of Philadelphia 
is well known throughout the East and is 
one of the best middleweights in the ring. 
He has mixed things with Jack Dempsey, 
reorge Dixon and other celebrities and has 
never been beaten. He fought two draws 
with Griffo, and Griffo knew well enough 
that he was not going to meet the cele- 
brated ‘“‘Bull’ on Wednesday night. Alex 
Greggains and Connolly, who were inter- 
ested in the fight, are sald to have discov- 
ered McGarty. They took him to Sacra- 
mento, and the people there thought that 
in him chey had the real man from Phil- 
adelphia. But he was only a novice, and 
the hard blows of an experienced boxer 
like Griffo naturally caused his death. The 
shady circumstances eurrounding the fight 
will make it go very hard with Griffo and 
all connected with It.

Fatigue call comes at 7: 20, and the morn- 
ing cleaning up begins. Tents are aired. 
clothes washed, blankets neatly rofed and 
the white houses put in the neatest order. 
Company streets are faked and swept, 
and everything inside and out put tn shape 
for the searching eye of the inspecting 
sergeant or corporal. This dignitary, with 
nuch official hauteur, stalks down the row 
‘ff company tents, peers between the flaps, 
casts his eye around the outside and 
sharply rebukes any suspicion of untidy- 
ness. 

When this precise gentleman is satisfied 
with the order, recall is sounded and the 
men are off duty until 9:45, when the First 
Sergeant appears with the lists of those 
lesignated for guard duty about the camp. 
The guards are notified and five minutes 
later assemble at the call. of the bugle and 
are marched off to their stations by the 
Corporals. Beats are patrolled in relays, 
one man having two hours on and four 
hours off. The guards are appointed for 
twenty-four hours each, generally three 
men from each company. 

Drill by companies comes at 10 o'clock. 
and for one and one-half hours the men are 
put through the marching tactics and man- 
ual of arms. Recall is sounded at 11:30 and 
half an hour ts given for rest until the call 
for dinner mess at noon. At 1:30 Is battalion 
and regimental dress parade. This lasts 
two hours, and from 3:30 to 6 o’clock the 
soldiers are at liberty to do what they 
please so long as it does not lead them out 
of the camp. 

Mess is at 6 o’clock sharp, and after that 
fun is in order unti] the call to quarters at 
9:45, when every man must get to his tent 
and prepare for bed. preuietiy at 10 o’clock 
taps sound, every light goes out and silence 
reigns, broken only by the tread of the sen- 
tries and the short, sharp warning of the 
guards, whose keen ears have detected sup- 
pressed hilarity ina tent.

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MORE REVENUE REQUIRED. 


Comptroller Sturgeon Preparing the 
Appropriation Bills. 
‘Comptroller Sturgeon has his accountants 
busy figuring on the apportionment of the 
city reverues among the various depart- 
ment for the next fiscal appropriation Dill. 
As usual every department has filed a bud- 
get asking for more than it can possibly 
get, and the Comptroller says the appro- 
priations will be about the same as they 
were last year. This. may appear singular 
in view of the fact that Asséssor Fred- 


, 
ericks’ report shows an increase of $10,000,000 


over last year, but it is explained that the 
additional revenue to be raised from the in- 
ereased assessments are not collectable un- 
til late next fall, and cannot be counted in 
this year’s revenues, 

“Our total revenues will be but slightly 
in excess of what they were last year, 
said the Comptroller, ‘‘and we cannot go 
beyond that. Heads of departments chafe 
under the restraint of limited funds, and 
some. seem to think we ought to find the 
money for them anyhow, but we cannot go 
beyond our income. I am preparing esti- 
mates for the appropriation committees. 

“The tax rate isa the same, $2.0 on the 
$100, and the incréased assessments are not 
available for this year’s appropriations. All 
of the departments are growing in the mag- 
nitude cf their an and need more money, 
but the Hmit. drawn by the tax rate. 
which will be ready by the latter part of 
this month, suppose the general 
appropriation in Lf become a law along 
in June, the usual time.’
